NOTE 3.  PRICE RANGE:

The price range for this project is between $25,000.00 and $100,000.00.

GENERAL AND SPECIAL PROVISIONS

REQUISITION :  SWCSKQ-2249-N567

1.  GENERAL:  The contractor shall furnish all labor, materials equipment, tools, supervision, transportation, and any
other items necessary to repair modular building.  All work will be in strict compliance with these specifications,
construction standards, building codes, and other contract documents.

2.  LOCATION:  Building T-2000, vicinity of the Resistance Training Laboratory off General Ridgeway Road,
Camp Mackall, NC.

3.  SITE VISIT: It is the intent of the Government that all prospective bidders visit the project site prior to bidding.
Failure to visit the project site will not disqualify a bid, however, the bidder acts at his own risk and will not be
relieved from complying with the terms and conditions of any resultant contract by reason of such failure. In no
event will a failure to inspect the site constitute grounds for a claim after award of
the contract. See FAR Clause 52.236-27 or it’s Alternate I for Site Visit instructions.

4.  QUALITY CONTROL: The Contractor shall provide the job superintendent's name and telephone number to the
Contracting Officer and to USAJFKSWCS, Facility Manager, Building D-3004, Ardennes Steet; Attn: Mr Steven
Bright,  396-9324 (3) three days prior to commencing work.   Project Manager is Mr Ron Dye at 396-9374 or 396-9324.

4.1.  The Contractor shall accomplish all work skillfully and in accordance with good industry practices and IAW
manufacturer’s recommendations and specifications.  All work shall conform to current codes and industry and
construction standards.

5.  SPECIAL PROVISIONS:
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5.1. Hours of Work: Normally, work hours are between 7:30 a.m. and 4:00, Monday through Friday, however the
Contractor may accomplish this work during other than normal work hours provided prior written approval has been
provided by the Facility Manager.  No work will be done on weekends or Federal holidays without prior written
approval from the Contracting Officer.

5.1.1.  The Contractor shall not perform any work at the site during the following time periods:

September 30, 2002 through October 2, 2002
October 14, 2002 through October 16, 2002
October 28, 2002 through October 30, 2002
November 11, 2002 through November 13, 2002
December 16, 2002 through December 18, 2002

5.2. EXCAVATION PERMIT:    The Contractor shall have a completed and approved PWBC Excavation Permit in his
possession prior to any excavation, to include sign or post-hole holes.  The Contractor shall schedule an
appointment to locate utility lines at least 24 hours prior to any excavation with the PWBC, Facility Maintenance
Division, building 3-1634, Butner Road; (910) 396- 2772.  The Contractor shall also be responsible for coordination
with the Directorate of Information Management (DOIM), Outside Plant Branch; building 1-1434, Scott Street; (910)
396-8200, for location of communication lines prior to any excavation.

5.3. OCCUPANCY:  The building will not be occupied during accomplishment of this work. Contractor is responsible
for providing such coverings as shields, and barricades necessary to protect the facility furniture, equipment,
supplies, etc., from dust, debris, weather intrusion, or other damage resulting from construction.

5.4. CLEAN UP: The Contractor shall remove all trash, debris or surplus materials from the work site at the end of
each work day and shall leave the work site clean of all debris when work is completed. The Contractor shall
coordinate with the COR in obtaining a PWBC dumping permit.

5.5. The Contractor shall not employ any person who is an employee of the U.S. Government if the employment of
that person would create a conflict of interest.

5.6. Contractor's employees shall wear distinctive clothing bearing the company's name or wear a badge, which
contains the company’s name and the employee’s name, clearly displayed at all times while working on Fort Bragg.
The Contractor shall be responsible for the conduct and appearance of his/hers employees while working at Fort
Bragg.

5.7. The Contractor is required to adhere to the safety requirements outlined in the Corps of Eng Manual EM 385-
1-1.

5.8. Security, Safety, and Fire Protection: While working on Fort Bragg and other Government installations, you
are required to comply with all Ft Bragg Security, Fire and Safety regulations/rules.  You are also required to
comply with all OSHA requirements.  Safety equipment  must be worn on all construction sites.

5.9. A minimum of one year warranty on all materials and workmanship is required.

SCOPE OF WORK

1.  The contractor shall provide all equipment, labor and materials to repair the Survival, Evasion, Resistance, Escape
(SERE) modular building as follows:
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1.1.  Modular preparation: disconnect utilities, remove existing fence, remove existing under pinning, split the five
existing units and relocate to a field approximate 400 yards away for temporary storage. Weather protect these
existing five units with plastic for protection from the elements.

1.2. Site preparation: spread and a pack layer of gravel and clay for a 70’ x 70’ x 24” area. Pour concrete footers every
6’, 6” to 8” deep, 36” diameter. Requires (4) marriage joints under the four trailer seams (a series of 42” diameter pads
6” to 8” deep every 6’).

1.3. Set up units: utilize simplex rubber at seams and cold seal roof, reconnect utilities, repair bathroom floor
(replacement of stringers and sub-flooring), replace damaged or discolored ceiling and floor tile as determined.
Reinstall the previously removed underpinning and fence.
